The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1: In line 8 of claim 1, delete the phrase "under alloying conditions" 
Claim 14: In 8 of claim 14, delete the phrase "under alloying conditions". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 and 14 both 
claim a catalyst that comprises a greater than 70% non-alloyed homogenous mixture of two 
catalyst metals which are deposited on both aluminum oxide and an oxygen storage component. 
The prior art neither teaches nor suggests such a catalyst wherein the aluminum oxide and 
storage component are pore diameters between 150A and 1000A and wherein 50-80% of the 
pore volume comprises pore diameters in the range of 180A to 800A. Furthermore, the prior are 
neither teaches nor suggests such a oxygen storage component that is also has stable cubic 
structure.
